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Dules of bath Houses of Parliament 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT. 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging to 
the Library shall be kept by the Librarians in whom 
the custody and responsibility thereof shall be 
vested ; and who shall be required to report to the 
Houses through Mr. Speaker, at the opening of 
each Session, the actual state of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament except 
the Governor General, the members of the Privy 
Council, and of the Senate and House of Commons, 
and the Officers of both Houses, and such other 
persons asmay receive a written order of admis- 
sion from the Speaker of either House. Members 
may personally introduce Strangers to the Library 
during the daytime, but not after the hour of seven 
o'clock, P.M. 


During a Session of Parliament no books be- 
longing to the Library shall be taken out of the 
building, except by the authority of the Speaker 
4 upon receipts given by a member of either 

ouse. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays aud Holidays excepted, trom 
the hour of ten in the morning until three in the 
afternoon; and access to the Library shall be per- 
mitted to persons introduced by a member of the 
Legislature, or admitted at the discretion of the 
Librarian ; subject to such regulatioas as may be 
deemed necessary for the security and preservation 
of the collection; but no one shall be allowed to 
take any book out of the Library except members 
of the Legislature, and such other as may be au- 
thorized by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member of 
either House not residing at the seat of Govern- 
ment shall have liberty to borrow or have in his 
possession at any one time more than three works, 
from the Library, or to retain the same for a longer 
period than one month. 


No other person who may be privilegel by card, 
by the Speaker of either Honse to borrow books 
from the Library, shall be allowed to have in his 
possession more than two Books at any one time, 
or to retain the same longer than three weeks, and 
all such persons shall return the Books so taken 
when required by the Librarian. 


No Books of reference, or Books of special cost 
aud value may be removed from the seat of Gov- 
erment under any circumstances. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library Com- 
mittee at every Session of Parliament, the Libra- 
rians shall report a list of the Books absent at the 
commencement of the Session, specifying the 
names of any persons who have retained the same 
jn contravention of either of the foregoing Rules.

In addition to the foregoing rules, the 
Joint Library Committee. have avreed 
to the following new Rules, to which the 
attention of persons frequenting the Li- 
brary, or making use of any books belong- 
ing thereto, is specially requested. 


1, It is strictly forbidden to make any 
mark, by pencil or otherwise, in any 
books belonging to the Library, or to 
turn down leaves tnerein, or other- 
wise deface the same 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have 
access to any of the Galleries sur- 
rounding the Library, without the 
express permission of the Librarian 
or unless accompanied by an officer 
ot the Library. 


3. No visitor shali be permitted to 
remain inthe Library with his hat 
on; nor will smoking, or spitting on 
the floor or carpet be permitted, in 
any of the Library apartments, 


4. No audible conversation will be al- 
lowed iu the reading room; nor shall 
any person be permitted to partake 
of retresh ments therein ; and no dogs 
shall be allowed in the Library,

REPORT OF THE JOINT LIBRARIANS OF PARLIAMENT. 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report as follows for the 
year 1888. 


It has been deemed advisable to delay the reprinting of the American Catalogue 
until the work can be performed by the Government Printing Bureau. 


The Librarians expect to be able to place the copy in the hands of the printers 
4i§ s00n as they are able to use it. In the meantime the Canadian Section has re= 
ceived valuable additions. 


The collection of Original Editions of the Relations des Jésuites has been nearly 
completed ; a full ceries comprises forty volumes, and the Librarians have been able 
to secure, up to the present time, thirty-six volumes of the series. A complete set of 
these remarkable annals of our ear!y history is now valued at $2,500. 


Among the principal additions which come under the general title of Americana, 
the Librarians desire to call attention to: 
1st. The Christian Recorder, 2 volumes, published at York (Toronto) in 1819-. 
20, one of the earliest prints of Upper Canada and one of the rarest. 
2nd. A series of letters addressed by the late L. J. Papineau, during the years: 
1824-25 and 1836, to J. Neilson and members of the British House of Commons. 
3rd. “ Les Voyages de Champlain,” 1613. 
_. 4th, Herrera’s “ Description des Indes Occidentales.” (Amsterdam, 1622.) 
5th, De Champigny’s “ La Louisiane Ensanglantée’”’ (Londres, Fleury Mesplet, 
1673.) 
6th, “ History of Massachusetts Bay, 4 volumes, 1628 to 1774; one of the most 
complete collections of papers on the history of the early settlemont of Massa-. 
chusetts, ; 


Since last session, farther additions have been made to the section devoted to 
United States Congressional documents ; this section is approaching completion. In 
consequence of the publicity and interest attaching to several questions of the day, 
such as the proposal for the admission of Newfoundland to the Dominion ; the Fish- 
eries question; the Retaliation policy of the United States; the Reciprocity question; 
the Copyright Bill, &c., an effort has been made in the Annual Supplementary Cata- 


logue to supply members with a list of all books, documents and articles referring to 
such questions, 


The debates ot Congress on the Fisheries Treaty and on the Retaliation Message, 
have been specially arranged and bound for library use.

A special collection of all the American documents on the Fisheries Question, . 
has been made from 1776 to the present date, The catalogue for the year contains 
the contents of these volumes. Copies of all the recent publications of the United 
States on this subject have been provided, in numbor sufficient to satisfy the reason-- 
able demands of members. 


Attention has been given to the collection of Statistical Works and books on 
Political Economy, and the contents of Economical Works of various kinds, includ- 
ing some periodicals, have been printed for the assistance of members. 


Among the donations which the Librarians have to acknowledge is 4 collection. 
of pamphlets on the subject of Education, presented by the Honorable the Minister 
of Education of Ontario, and by J. G. Hodgins, Esq., LL.D., his deputy. 


The Library has also been enriched by the presentation, by His Holiness Pope- 
Leo XIII, through His Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster, of a 
copy in bronze ofthe medal presented by the Sacred Congregation of Cardinals to- 
His Holiness on the occasion of his Sacerdotal Jubilee.

These documents are the answers of United States Consuls to the circular of this- 
Department (of State) of March 15, 1854, already referred to, issued with a view 
to obtain the requisite materials for this Report. Errors of fact and deduction 
have often been detected in these returns in preparing them for the Report, and 
they have in most instances, though not in all, been corrected ; while dis- 
crepancies of a more or less moment, between the statements and estimates of 
the returns and other portions of the work, will be frequently perceived. In 
the various tables of comparative tariffs, for example, the rates of duty will 
generally be found somewhat higher when given in the returns than in the 
statements prepared from the original publications in this office; owing, 
mainly, to the fact that, by the United States official standard of foreign 
moneys used in this work, their value is more or less depreciated from that 
sustained by them in the countries whence they emanate. The commercial 
value of such foreign moneys must also, as a matter of course, be governed at 
all tines by the rate of exchange for the time being.
